All communications concerning 
your appeal should be clearly marked with the words: "FREEDOM OF INFORMATION APPEAL." You 
must include an explanation of why you believe U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service’s response is in error. You 
must also include with your appeal copies of all correspondence between you and U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service concerning your FOIA request, including your original FOIA request and U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service's response. Failure to include with your appeal all correspondence between you and U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service will result in the Department's rejection of your appeal, unless the FOIA/Privacy Act 
Appeals Officer determines (in the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer’s sole discretion) that good cause 
exists to accept the defective appeal. 

Please include your name and daytime telephone number (or the name and telephone number of an 
appropriate contact), email address and fax number (if available) in case the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals 
Officer needs additional information or clarification of your appeal.
